If we sympathize with the soviet 
csovernment, we like tv read the 
story of how Russian Communism 
was advertised by broadcasting its 
merits in Rumania.

Newman re-enacted the Price 
murders last Thursday night, when 
he took Sheriff 
Mranklin County and Sheriff Cole- 
man of Willlamson County over 
the scenes of the crimes. They 
were out 44 hours, and the au- 
thorities are convinced that New- 
man’s version is true, 

Three men were in the party 
when Price was first shot, New-| 
nian related, naming himself, Bir- 
ger and Freddie Wooten, The tat- 
fer is serving a term in the At- 
lanta Federal Prison. The other 
four, who killed Mrs. Price, joined 
these three when Price was put 
to death in the field. 

It is not planned to seek the in- 
dictment of Wooten at the present 
time. 

The cause of the killings, w 
Newman pronounced the most 
brutal he ever heard of, was a 
mystery to him and still remains 
so, he said, 
unprovoked and 
were the ccuse of his break with, 
the gang. 

Newman's Confession, 


“On the afternoon of the night 
Mr. and Mrs. Price were taken 
from home,” Newman related ‘n 
his confession to the Post-Dispatch, 
“Birger called me to his home in 
Harrisburg and asked me to ioin 
him, Wooten, Simmons and oth2rs 
present to question State Highway 
Vatrolman Price. He explained 
that he believed Prive was ‘snitch- 
ing’ on him to the authorities of 
Williamson County and that he 
wanted to put a si p to Price's 
talk. We had often ta:ked to Price 
at Birger’s Cabin, where he was a 
frequent visitor, and J thought 
nothing of riding over to Price’s 
home in broad daylight. 

“We drove around Marion about 
three hours, or until about 6 
o'clock, and failing to find Price, we 
returned to Harrisburg for supper. | 
We started out again to find Price, | 
about 9 o’clock, and drove to his 
home in Marion, in two automo- 
biles, my coach and Birger’s sedan. 
In the car with me were Birger | 
and Wooten. Simmons and _ the 
other three were in the sedan that 
followed. 

“There were two cars in front of 
Price’s home, Price’s small coupe 
and a larger car. Fearing that he 
had company, we drove on a few 
miles and slowly returned to find 
the house dark. We found no one 
at home and drove to a barbecue 
stand between Marion and Johnston 
City. There we found a pet monkey 
we had at ‘Shady Rest’ cabin and 
learned that Price had taken the 
monkey from the cabin a few min- 
utes before the place was dynamit- 
ed (Jan. 8). We played with the 
monkey until about 11:30 and then 
drove back to Price’s home. 

Details of Abduction. 

“All got out of the two cars and 
went up to the front porch, Price 
answered Birger’s knock, and Bir- 
ger demanded in a loud voice to 
know who blew up the cabin, which 
I believe was done by three of Bir- 
ger's OWn men, 

“Price said he did not know, and 
Birger told him to get in my car, 
that he wanted to talk to him. At 
the same time, Birger took Price's 
pistol out of his pocket. 

“‘*Are you going to hurt me, 
Charley?’ Price asked.

ting, became a law last midnight 
without the signature of Gov. 
Small. The measure, effective July 
j1, applies to the six running tracks 
in the State. 

It places running racing under 
the supervision of the Departmeat 
of Agriculture with a part of the 
revenue to be used for agricultural! 
expositions. The act does not ap- 
ply to dog races or races at agri- 
cultural fairs. 


50-Day Limit for Meetings.

Director of Agriculture. Meetings 


shall not continue for more than | 
50 days. The racing season ts des- |

The license fee to be paid by |

ing a population of more than 
500,000, then the- license fee pro- 
vided for shall be $1500 for each 
racing day. 

Fee on Admittances. 

In addition to the daily license 
fee. there shall be paid to the 
Director of Agriculture 20 cents 
for each person entering the 
grounds upon a paid ticket admis- 
sion. 

All license fees received by the 
Director of Agriculture shall be 
paid by him to the Treasurer of 
the State. All of the license fees 
paid to the Treasurer of the State 
shall be held by him subject to 
warrants to be drawn by the Di- 
rector of Agriculture for distribu- 
tion as prize money or premiums 
at county fairs. state fairs, and 
agricultural and livestock exhibi- 
tions. 

On the use of pari-mutuel ma- 
chines and other provisions the act 
says: 

Any licensee conducting a horse 
racing meeting may provide a plece 
or places in the race meeting 
grounds or enclosures at which he. 
they or it may conduct and super- 
vise the pari-mutuel or certificate 
system of wagering by patrons on 
the horse races conducted by such 
licensee at such meeting. 

6% Per Cent and Breaks on Bets. 

Nv other plece ot method of 
betting. wagering or gambling shall 
be used or permitted by the li- 
censee nor shall the pari-mutuel 
or certificate system of wagering 
be conducted on any races, excerpt 
horse races at the track where 
such parimutuel or certificate sys- 
tem of wagering is licensed. Each 
licensee may retain not to exceed 
six and one-half per centum (6°4 
Per cent) and the breaks as his, 
their or its commission on the total 
of ali moneys thus wagered. Breaks 

N be at all times computed on 
the basis of not to exceed one cent 
On the dollar. 

Nothing herein shall in any way 
be construed to apply to any other 
method or manner of racing ex- 
etpt the racing of horses, as here- 
in set forth. 

Graybound Races Not Affected. 

The foregoing paragraph would 
prohibit licensed operation of 
Grayhound racing tracks under the 
provisions of the bill.
